J.  McIntosh  of  1519  Stevens  avenue,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  Mc- 
Intosh, who  was  bom  in  Beaulieu,  Minn.,  November  2,  1917, 
served  as  an  Infantry  rifle  squad  leader  in  Greenland  before 
being  selected  for  officer  training.  He  enlisted  in  the  Army 
February  2,  1941,  at  Fort  Snelling,  Minn. 

‘ His  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James'  P.  McIntosh,  are  both 
natives  of  Minnesota. ' At  the  present  .time  his  father  is  employed 
in. a ship  yard  in  Marin  City,  Calif.,  while  his  mother  is  at 
home  in  Minneapolis.  She  is  expected  to  attend- his  graduation 
at  The  Infantry  School  tomorrow. 

McIntosh’s  only’ brother,  Leonard,  is  a corporal  in. the  field 
artillery  of  the  34th  Division  in  Italy.  Corp.  Leonard  McIntosh,

Navy  Citation 

The  Parachute  School  has  many 
men  with  exciting  overseas  ex- 
perience now  serving  as  cadre, 
and  one  of  the  most  interesting  is 
\ T-4  Robert  Stresclho,  of  Com- 
pany "P”  1st  Parachute  Training 
Regiment,  a veteran  of  Guadal- 
' canal' and  Bougainville,  who  holds 
the  Navy  Presidential  Unit  Cita- 
tion.^ wery  unusual  decoration  for 
a soldier.  "•  . • 

Strescino,  who  Is  from  Glouces- 
ter, Mass.,  left  the  States  in  Jan- 
uary. 1942,  with  a division  head- 
ed for  the  Pacific  by  way  of 
Panama.  Due  to  a shortage  of 
trained  radio  signalmen  on  board 
the  transport,  he  was  placed  on 
duty  as  ships  crew.  ' This  later 
proved  to  be  a very  fortunate  oc- 
currence for  him  as  his  ship- and 
escort  sank  two  submarines  on 
their  way  to  Australia,  and  as  a 
crew  member  Strescino  was 
awarded  the  Navy  Presidential 
Unit  Citation  which  is  awarded 
to  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  units 
for  service  in  combat  action 
above  the  high  standard  expect- 
ed of  them. 

LEARNS  FRENCH 
From  Australia  he  was  sent  to 
New  Caledonia  where  he  learned 
to  speak  French  and  also  became 
a member  of  the  newly  formed 
Americal  division,  the  first  U..S. 
troops  to  .take  offensive  action 
against  the  Japanese.  Strescino 
then  accompanied  the  Americal 
division  to  Guadalcanal'  where 
• they  relieved  the  first  Marine 
contingents,,  and  .for  the  work 
whiih  his  outfit  did  there  Ser- 
. geant  Strescino  wears  the  Marines’ 
Guadalcanal  insigne  on  his  sleeve.

After  Guadalcanal, Strescino 
spent  nine  month*  taking  amphib- 
ious training  and’  was  then  sent 
to  Bougainville  to  participate  in 
the  Empress  Augusta  Bay  land- 
ings. He  was  under  Japanese 
artillery  fire  there  for  two  weeks, 
and  by  actual  count  !ps  outfit 
endured  108.  air  raids.'  Tired  of 
being  a sitting  target,  he  volun- 
teered for*  a patrol  mission  the 
very  day  that  his  name  was 
drawn  .for  rotation \ home,:  arid 
against  the  advice  of  his  -com- 
rades, he  went  on  the  mission  aft- 
er leavirtg  all  his  personal  be- 
longings behind  him.  The' patrol 
proved  to  .be,  the  climax  tb  his 
stay  on  Bougainville,  for  they 
were  lost  for  five  days  and  given 
up  as  dead.  While  trying  to  find 
their  way  back,  the  members  of 
the  patrol  discovered  Jap  gun  po- 
sitions and  • when  they  did  get 
through  the  enemy  lines  they 
brought  back  valuable  informa- 
tion. Upon  his  return  Strescino 
found  that  a mass  had  been  held 
for  him  by  his  battalion,  and  his 
friends  were  surprised  to  see  him 
•back  collecting  his  belongings. 

1 With  this  experience  to  top  off 
his  two  and  one-half  years  over- 
seas Sergeant  Strescino  :decided 
he  wanted  very  irnich  to  return 
home,'  and  he  and  the  others  on 
the  returning  transport  .sat  up  all 
night  to  be  sure  to  get  fitst 
glimpse  of  the  Golden  Gate 
bridge  at  San  Francisco.

sent  to-  a POW  camp  two  miles 
south  of  Rome.  There  he  met  a 
buddy  from  his  outfit  and  they 
planned  their  escape.  Ten  days 
latej-  they  carried  out  their  plans. 

It  was  raining  the  night  of  their 
escape,  so  there  were  no  tracks  for 
their  pursuers  to  follow.  Heading 
for  an  outlying  district,  the  two 
escaped  prisoners,  hungry  and 
tired  from  walking  in  the  mud, 
went  fiye  miles  in  several  hours, 
an-'  when  they  came  upon  three 
houses,  decided  to  chance-  seeking 
a haven  in  one  of  them. 

“We  had  the  breaks  with  us  all 
the  time,  but  it  was  when  we  de- 
cided which,  house  to  approach 
that  Lady  Luck  favored  us  with 
her  largest  smile.  We  knocked  on 
the  door  of  the  poorest  looking 
house  and  received  a warm  wel- 
come from  the  occupants  when  we 
told  them  we  were  .Americans. 
These  good  people,  after  sharing 
their  meager  food  with  us,  told  us 
that  we  were  very  fortunate  that 
we  didn’t  go  to  either  of  the  other 
houses,  as  they  were  both  occu- 
pied by  Germans.” 

HIDEOUT  CHANGED 

Private  Friedman  and  the  other 
American  soldier  were  sent  to  a 
different  hideout  quite  frequently, 
as  a security  measure  both  for 
them  and  their  benefactors.

The  day  Home  was  liberated  by 
the  American  Fifth  Army,  Private 
Friedman  and  his  buddy,  dressed 
in  the  poor,  but  dean  clothes  pro- 
vided them  by  the  Italian  Un- 
derground, stood  in  the  streets  of 
the  city  watching  the  victorious 
American  procession.

Trench  Foot, Can 
Be  Avoided— Ciofalo 

Trench  foot  like  many  other  diseases  of  the . 
feet  is  avoidable,  and  with  , the  proper  coopera- 
tion of  each  officer  and  enlisted  man,  this  dis- 
abling condition  should  be  eliminated.  It  has 
been  reported  that  more  fighting  men  were  cas- 
ualties from  Trench  foot  than  were  from  com- 
bat wounds.  Every  combat  soldier  developing 
Trench  foot  of  other  disabling  disease  means  a 
crippling  of  our  fighting  strength  and  a pro- 
longation of  this  war.  The  more  healthy  fight- 
ing men  we  have  in  our  front  lines,  the  quicker 
we  can  defeat  our  enemies. 

Trench  foot  is  caused  by  exposure  to  cold 
and  moisture,  immobility  of  lower  extremities, 
and  constriction  of  lower  limbs  by  wet,  tight 
shoes  and  leggins.  Prolonged  standing  or  hours 
spent  in  an  upright  or  crouching  position  in 
cold,  wet  trenches  or  foxholes,  especially  if  they 
have  previously  become  mud  soaked  by  rain  and 
the  weather  then  changes  to  frost,  and  the  con- 
tinual wearing  of  wet  socks  and  footgear,  (are 
the  most  frequent  responsible  factors  leading  to 
this  disabling  condition. 

In  order  to  avoid  trench  foot  the  following 
instructions  should  be  followed: 

I.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  the 
feet  dry.  If  feet  become  wet,  remove  wet  shoes 
and  socks,  dry  with  a towel,  powder  feet  well. 

J.  Use  dry  woolen  socks.  Always  carry  an 
extra  pair  of  woolen  socks  and  change  once  a

They  were  1st  Lieut.  Paul  M. 
Koerner,  a resident  of  Pontiac, 
111-,  who  was  commissioned  at  the 
school  September  15,  1942.1n  an 
effort  to ’determine  the  strength  of 
the  enemy,  he  led  his  platoon,  fol-j

lowing  two  tanks,  into  an  Italian 
town  January  31,  1944.  After  pro- 
ceeding a short  distance  into  the 
town,  he  saw  that  the  tanks  were 
.unable  to  see  the  bunkers  and 
•houses  being  used  as  enemy  I 
strong  points.  He  climbed  onto  the 
turret  of  one  of  the  tanks  and  di- 
rected the  movement  and  fire  of  | 
the  tank.  The  action  made  him 
•the  target  of  many  enemy  weap- 
ons, but  as  & result  of  his  coura- 
geous action,  between  40  and  50 
enemies  captured,  which  led  to 
the  fall  of  the  town  later  in  the 
morning. 

. Major  James  H.  Mahoney,  who1 
took  » the  Battalion  Commander 
and  Staff  Officer  course  at*  the 
school  in  3841,  assumed  com* 
mand  of  a battalion  during  the 
period,  November  2-24,  1943,  in 
the  South  Pacific,  and  went  for- 
ward with  the  assault  elements. 
Although  snipers  and  well-con- 
cealed machineguns  were  present 
in  the  areas  through  which  he 
passed,  he  continually  ignored 
these  Hazards,  exhibiting  quali- 
ties of  outstanding  leadership,  by 
his  coolness,  his  prompt  decisions 
and  his  complete  disregard  for.  his 
own  safety.  He  is  a native  of  East 
Orange,  N.  J. 

Second  Lieut,  Donald  R.  Nault, 
resident  of  Worcester,  Mass, 
who  was  commissioned  at  the 
school  November  3,  1942,  was  in 
command  of  a platoon  in  the  ad- 
vance on  Venafro,  Italy,  where  he 
distinguished  himself  by  skillful 
handling  of  his  platoon  and  by; 
the  disregard  for  his  own  safety 
with  which  he  led  his  men  in  as- 
saults on  several  enemy  machine- 
gun  nests.  His  assaults,  led  through 
heavy  machine-gun  and  rifle  fire,[ 
inspired  his  men  to  their,  best  e^l 
forts  and  caused  the  enemy  to  | 
withdraw  in  disorder.  His  hero- 
ism and  determination  in  the  face 
of  enemy  fire  were  in  a large 
measure  responsible  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  mission. 

Second  Lieut.  Clifford  L.  Jin- 
drak,  a native  of  North,  N.  Y.,  was 
commissioned  at  the  school  Sep- 
tember 21,  1942.  When  two  of  his_ 
linemen*  were  wounded  at  a for-’ 
ward  'command  post  in  Italy,  he 
personally  repaired  th e-breaks  in 
communication  lines  to  the  vari- 
ous companies  of  a battalion  over 
a 36-hour  period  without  relief. 
He  was  frequently  under  hostile 


Vernon,  Wisnieff  has  had  wide 
practical  experience,  including 
jobs  operating  drill  presses,  lathes 
and  other  factory  machines.  Buti 
she.feelq  that  her  “apprenticeship1 
to  life”  would  not  have  been  com- 
plete without  an  enlistment  ii>  the 
Corps.
